SWEDISH | DETECTIVES. 


Two Representhtives of. the Scandinavian 
Government Do a Good Bit of Work in 
America. 


In the spring of 1885 the Swedish Govern 


ment made discoveries of corruption and 


fraud in its revenue service by comparison to 
which America’s own Babcock ring exposure 
some dozen years ago was as a trifie. It was 
found that durmg the three years prior 
the Crown had been robbed of nearly 
8,000,000 kronors, a sum approaching 
$2,000,000. These frauds bad all been 
perpetrated in — the treme southern 
portion of the Scandiua — peninsular, where 
the great distilieries were centered. A com- 
plete exposé was made through Lieut. J. Ex- 
lund, chief of the national secret service. The 
highest officials ot the Treasury and scores of 
the revenue agents were impiicated. Many of 
the arrested officials suicided in their cells, 
while others of their number and many die- 
tillers, who proposed to contest the prosecu- 
tion, heavily bribed their employés ana shipped 
them to America. At the first trial the Crown 
met a check through its inability to procure 
convicting evidence. Witnesses could not be 
found, and in the spring of this year the na- 
tional authorities were forced to the conelusion 
that those parties sent to America must be se- 


cured. July 11 J. Eklund, Police Commission- 


er of Sweden, and J. G. H. Tengbiad: one of 
the most competent operatives under the 
Crown, arrived in Chicago and took quarters 
at the Palmer House, and were a- 
lotted Rooms 666 and 668, where 
they lodged while in the city. Mr. Eklund 
consulted Chief Ebersold, who permanently 
assigned Patrolman John Nelson, a Swede, to 
ussist the foreign gentlemen.

In Sweden Hörlin had been a 
common laborer at Torps & Sjiby’s distilleries 
near Vexio, but his ample bribe had kept bim 
from such menial employment in America. 
The next day Detective Tengbiad, acting on 
hints obtained from Hörlin, started tor Pitts- 
burg, Pa., to find August Anderson, alias Cari- 
son. In this quest be succeeded, and ob- 
tained Anderson’s consent to return to Sweden. 
Meanwhile Mr. Eklund, accompanied by Po- 
liceman Nelsom had started for the North. 
They went to Grand Rapids, Cadillac, and Lake 
City, where they found a Peter Anderson. 
This man fied at their approach and could not 
be found. They proceeded to Manistee and 
there discovered another of the men wanted, 
Carl Fréverg, a sawmill employé. He con- 
sented to accompany the officers. Fréberg 
was also a distillery hand at Torps & Sjdby’s. 
July 20 Messers. Eklund and Nelson went to 
Minneapolis, Minn., for a fourth witness, 
Magnus Svensson. He couid not be found. 
His brother, a bricklayer in Minneapolis, knew 
nothing of his whereabouts, and an- 

brother, who assumes the name 
of Eklund, and lives at No, 128 
North Desplaines street, Chicago, was 
equally ignorant. Two other witnesses whose 
names could not be ascertained were secured, 
however, in Minnesota. Upon their return 
they found another man, Carl Engstrom, liv- 
ing witn bis wife and family at No. 5159 Went- 
worth avenue, and employed in the Rock Isl- 
and carshops. 

Last Thursday the two detectives left Unica- 
go tor iNew York, accompanied by the better 
part of a score of Swedes, the exact number 
being unknewn. They leave New York on the 
first Cunarder and stop in Hoagland, where 
more witmesses are located.

SMALL-PUX IN DELEHOIT. . 


Several Oases of the Disease Developed— 
A Row ia the Health Board, 

Derroit, Mich. July 30.—(Speciat.]— 

Seven cases of confivent smali-pox have 


broken out here since June 26, and, asin five 


of the cases, it is learned that there was not 
the disexse, there is 
likelihood of a panic. There is no pest-house 
in Detroit, and it is impossibie to quarantine 
the afflicted persons closely enougb to prevent 
the spread of the disease. Members of the 
Health Board and Dr. O. W. Wight, the heaitn 
officer, bad had some dispute, and the latter 
resigned. The situation occasioned a special 
session of the Board of Health this afternoon, 
which was attended by the Mayor, City Con- 
troller, and President of the Police Depart- 
ment. Members of the Health Board were 
openly hostile to Wight, but the united press 
of the city supported the doctor in his attitude 
and citizens came forward with demands 
the Board of Health rescind its action crippling 
Wight and restore his full power. The City 
Attorney deciared the board’s action iileral. 
Aiter a proionged and stormy debate a resolu- 
tion was passed by te Board of Healtn re- 
questing Dr. Wight to withdraw his resigna- 
tion. This be accordingly did. A temporary 
pest-house will be erected when the Common 
Council votes the money therefor, the Health 
Board having no power to raise revenue. 
Another very malignant case ol small-pox 
has been reported at the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Thirteenth street, two miles across 
the city from where the previous cases were 
located, The patient is a child named Frank 
Waltz, who had not been exposed.

THE “SURPLUS” RESOLUTION 
THEKOUGH THE SENATE. 


GOES 


“The $20,000,000 Amendment Is First Ac- 


cepted and a Rider Attached Providing 
for the Redemption of Trade Dollars 
Certain Powers Are Also Delegated to 
the President Probable Action by the 
House—The Debate and Vote. 
Wasninoton, D. C., July 30.—[Special |— 
The Senate nas passed the Morrison surplus 
resolution substantially as modified in che 
Allison proposition reported by the Finance 
Committee. There was no difference of opin- 
ion between Senator Allison and his Republican 
colleagues from the West who preferred the 
resolution just as it came from the House 
about the principle of reducing the interest- 
bearing debt. They all believed that the Dem- 
ocratic Administration was piling up the sur- 
plus immensely, but their views diverged as 
to the length Congress should go in express- 
ing ie disapproval of the Treasury 
policy. That opinions were closely 
divided on this point the votung showed, 
but the result is to be taken as a sign that the 
Senate is disposed to be conservative in not 
hampering unduly an Administration of op- 


posit politics. The proposition to redeem the 
trade-dollar went through on its own merits, 
not because it had any bearing On the: surplus 
resolution. When the subject goes into con- 
ference if the House insists, as it probably 


will, on rejecting. the trade-dollar rider, it is

When the Senate resumed consideration of 
the resolution Mr. Teller spoke in tavor of the 
Origiial resolution and against the amendment 
reported by the Senate Committee on Fiuauce. 
He bad never insisted that the Government 
should pay siiver for its bonds, aitbough he 
bad insisted that it had a right to do so, and 
the bondholders would have no right to com- 
plain; but if the Government saw fit and was 
able to pay gold for its bonds he had no ob- 
jection. He had demanded nothing for silver 
which te bad not demanded for gold. 
He wanted to keep the two metals on an equal- 
ity, because in bis judgment it would be as dis- 
astrous to destroy gold as to destroy silver. 
But be said that the Government could pay 
this $136,000,000 for bonds at the rate of $10,- 
000,000 a month without paying one dollar in 
silver—that is, if it chose todo so. The ques- 
tion ＋ 7 was whether the Government 
should pay its debts from the money in band. 
That course was the piainest dictation of com- 
mon sense and old-fashioned honesty. 

Mr. Vance spoke in support of the resolu- 
tion as it came from the House. He did not 
trouble himself to inquire whether the joint 
resolunon would or would not bea vote of 
want of confidence in the Administration. 
That was an argument unworthy to be ad- 
dressed to a Senator of the United States, and 
it was unworthy of the dignity of his position 
such au argument. 
He believed that the action of the House of 
Representatives in passing the joint resolution

He thought that Senators wight as 
well face the music.“ The resolution sent 
by the House required the bonds to be paid 
out of the surplus money in the Treasury— 
whether that money was in gold or siiver— 
while the Finance Committee of the Senate 
was Opposed to that policy and was determined 
that the silver coin shoulda not be paid out. 
Let it be disguised as it might be, that was the 
whole of it.

The Reagan Inter-State Commerce Bill 
Passed, 


The passage today of Reagan's Inter-State 
Commerce bill by the House ends a farce of 
which members have become tired. Reagan 
broke faith with his colleagues on the Com- 
merce Committee, whom betold the subject 
should go over to next session, whea the mer- 
its of his measure could be fairly presented 
side by side with the Cullom Dill, which the 
Senate passed. But some of the Democrats 
got scared and deciared the House must pass 
some sort of a railroad bill. They told Reagan 
be must insist on a vote, and he has made 
himself 80 persistent a nuisance that 
many members voted to take up his 
measure in order to get- rid of him. 
One of the chief differences between the 
Cullom and the Reagan bills is that the former 
provides for a National Railway Commission to 
carry out its provisions, while the latter rests 
simply on the common law and provides for 
prosecution of the transportation companies 
on complaint to tne Federal District Attorney. 
The Cullom measure also sought to deal ex- 
perimentally and practically with pools and 
with the long and short hau! problem, while 
the Reagan bill laid down ironciad regulations 
whicm would be likely to defeat their own pur- 
pose. The Senate bili was passed months 
azo, as the House bad not then 
taken Wp the subject, the hope was 
expressed that some sort of legislation 
would be formulated on which both branches 
could. agree. <Any reasonable amendment 
would undoubtedly have been concurred ip. 
But no attempt has made at anything of the 
sort.

Lieut. Shea Trice Five of Them Out in the 
Lake— The Result. 
Leut. John Shea, Detective Marke, Officer

No record of the bonds exists, and the ouly 

evidence of their ex.stence is the fact that 

from time to time they have been presented 
tor payment. The bonds were issued to pay 
for the building of schoolhouses, and it 1s said 
that the $75,000 which Treasurer Ely failed to 
receive was given to & Chieago savings bark, 
to be applied to the payment of the floating 
indebtedness. The question raised i¢ as to 
whether the bonds are legal. Though regularly 
signed by the then President, H. B. Lewis, the 
signatures of Becretary Wilkie in two tm 
stances are wanting. The boards have de- 
cided not to accept any bonds or coupons until 
after the investigation, which begins Monday.

They had guns, and told me they meant 
business. The white folks is awful mad, and 
will kill niggers what stays.” 

Butler has a good education, is a mulatto of 
B. and says that he believes that after awhile 
the people out there will pot feel as they do 
now, and let the negroes who have bebaved 
themselves return. Butler says a number of 
negroes have behaved badly and deserved 
death, but claims they were all newcomers.

Bank of England has been able to keep

The concluding. testimony for the prosecu- 
tion in the Anarchists’ trial yesterday was 
very important, Inasmuch as it materially 
strengthened a weak link in the chain of 
evidence, and completely conneets Lingg and 
his colaborers of Sedgwick street with the 
haymarket massacre and with the arch- 
conspirators, Spies, Fielden, Parsons, 
and Fischer. A few. days ago it 
was shown’ that the nut extracted 
from the wound of the tailor Hahn, 
inflicted at the Market Square the 
evening of the slaughter, was similar in every 
respect tothe nuts used by Lingg in the 
manufacture of the bombs at Seliger’s house. 
Profs. Haines and Delafontaine made inde- 
pendent analyses of the shells found in 
Lingg’s laboratory and of the pieces of the 
shell taken out ot the wounds of the dead 


were the same. Not only that, but the 
constituents existed in the same proportion 
in the expleded-shell as in the whole 
one. The materials for making those shells 
were found in Lingg’s room. The conclu- 
sion is irresistible that the fatal bomb was 
manufactured by the young Badenese pris- 
oner. The evidence completes the case for 
the State, even without that of Thompson 
say they can overthrow.

Engel was. at 
the same meeting. Spies wrote the signal 
word. The evidence of conspiracy as far as 
those four persons are concerned is complete. 
The presence of Fielden and Parsons at the 
meeting brings those worthies within the net. 
The evidence against the six prisoners, Spies, 
Parsons, Fischer, Lingg, Engel, and Fielden, 
is unless contradicted; ample to con- 
vict them of the capital offense. They 
were, in the language of Judge 
Gary, a party to the conspiracy and guilty 
of death.“ So, even if the counsel for the 
defense break down the testimony of Gilmer 
and Thompson—and they are not likely to do 
so as far as present appearances go the only 
one who will benefit thereby is Schwab. The 
evidence of Gilmer and Thompson does not 
in any way affect Neebe, against whom the 
ease is very slight indeed. 

The testimony of the gunsmiths Reynolds 
and Prouty yesterday enmeshes Parsons and 
Engel.

Coroner's Jury Render a Verdict of .Will- 
ful Murder. 
Louisville Courter-Journal, July 28: Mes. 
ra Strunk, the pretty wife of the slayer of 
oung Hoover, is at the bottom of the tragedy 
yesterday. 
Prot. Strunk came to New Albany about 
fifieen years ago from some place in Pennsy)- 
nia. He established the New Albany Busi- 


nens College and rapidly grew in the estima- 


tion of the people and in wealth. He is today 
worth about $20,000. In a few years be mar- 
4 Myra Sullivan, one of the most prominent 
‘belies of the town. The union was considered 
an excellent one and the married life of the 
young people was exceptionally happy. Two 
‘ebildren, daughters, now aged 8 and 10 years, 
were born to them and all went well. Prot. 
nk was a church member, a teetotaler, up- 
right in all his dealings, and was always re- 
garded as one of New Alban s best and most 
prom citizens. 
Dr. Charles L. Hoover is 68 years old. He 
was for many years Senior Warden of St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church, and is one of the oldest liv- 
ing male communicants of that church. Be- 
sides being prominent as a churchman, he was 
ove of the leading professional and business 
men of the town. He was born and reared ia 


oldest and most exclusive. For years be was 
a skilitul medical practitioner, and fnally en- 
tered the Wholesale drug business, which he is 
now conducting on av extensive scale. 

Charles V. Hoover, Who met his death yes- 
terdey at the hands ot Ira G. Strunk, was 38 
yeurs old, the eldest of the family. He was a 
pleasant conversationalist, an agreeable young 
man. and quite bandsome. He spare no pains 
nor money upon bis dress and was quite a 
benu. He had pienty of time and money, pos- 


sessed a good voice, and, though looked npon 
as a heart-breaker, was generally considered a 
moral and vsominally religious young man. 
He belonged to bis father’s church, and was a 
prominent member of the choir. 

Myra Sullivan and Charles Hoover were 
reared almost together. They attended the 
sarse school, their families were very intimate, 
an! naturally they were thrown together very 
much. There was no love affair between them, 
however, and when Myra married the Pennsy!- 
van professor no one was more hearty in his 
congratulations und general good-will than the 
friend of ber childhood, Charley Hoover. As 
a girl, Myra Sullivan baa been devoted to 
music, and when she married she did not, as 
most women do when they assume matri- 
monial responsibilities, give up ber study. 
She became even a better musician than 
belore, and flually became the organist at St. 
Paul's Church, of which she and ber mother 
were also members. Young Cbaries Hoover 
was already a member of tbe. choir, and, as 
their tastes were much alike, and as they were 
thrown whch tegether, the intimacies of 
younger days were renewed. Mr. Hoover used 
to escort Mra. Strunk bome from rehearsais, 
from church, andfrom merrymakings, and his 
conduet in this respect was beartily sanctioned 
by the husband, who saw nothing to which be 
could object. 

Tbus matters ran on for more than two years 
until finally tne gossips began, and many were 
the delicate bits of suspic:ion and scandal hand- 


ed around in feminine cireles. At last it be- 


ate the talk of the town, but the husband 
was blind. It bas of ten been said that the hus 
band is the last to bear that bis wife is sus- 
pected, and so it was in this case.

Strunk let his wife and children and took 
lodgings at the Occidental! Hotel, not far from 
his former bome. He visited his wife and 
datighters at intervals, and continued con- 
tributing to their support. When he first 
earned that his Wes good name 
was sufferimg, he persuaded ber to 


| give up the place of organist at the 


church, and desired her to discontinue her 
intimacy with Hoover. She gave up the place, 
ami for a while was vot seen so much with the, 
young man. It was not long, bowever, before 
she was again receiving bis attentions. They 
apparently cered little to conceal the fact that 
they were at least good friends. He would 
meet her on the streets, they would walk to- 
gether, ana sometimes be escorted her home. 
He always treated her with extreme deference 
upon the streets, and was often seen politely 
bowmg himedif away at parting. It was while 
matters were at this status that Prof. Strunk 
separated from his wife. There was no change 
in the relations between Mrs. Strunk and Mr. 

Hoover after the division, They were fre- 
quently seen together, and, it is said, ne called 
upon ber a great deal at ber mother’s house, 

where she resided. 

The young man and his family refuted in the 
strongest terms the words of scandal, and 
claimed that there was nothing existing be- 
tween the two but the purest friendship. Prof. 
Strunk did not believe that his wife was true, 
bowever, and took the matter much at heart. 
He could take no interest in bis business and 
finally disposed of it, saying that he would 
seek a new country and begin life over again. 
About this time Mr. Staniey Hoover, a brother 
of Charles, had a difficulty with Prof. Strunk 
while they were transacting some business. 
A month iater Prof. Strunk and Charlies 
Hoover met in Maienthal’s clothing store, on 
Peurl and Market streets, when the former 
attempted to shoot Hoover. The pistol would 


not work, however, and Strunk was disarmed 


without doing any damage. Hoover had 
bio arrested and be was fined before a magis- 
trate. Later Hoover had Strunk indicted for 
assault and battery with intent to murder 
Strunk gave bond, and the case was set for the 
cotuing September term ot court. The arrest 
under the indictment was made just as Strunk 
was preparing to leave town for Florida. 
where he owns an orange farm, and where be 
intended to locate. 

Shortly after the shooting fiasco Strunk was 
taken Very ill, and lay at the Occidental Hotel 
in a precarious condition for several months. 
His wife visited him frequentiy during bis ili- 
ness, and exhibited the greatest interest in his 
welfare. When he recovered he went at once 
to Florida, bat returned about two months 
ago. Of late be has acted strangely, and has 
frequently sworn that Hoover must discon- 
tinue bis attentions to Mrs. Strunk or be would 
ill him. 

Hoover was warned, and began arr ying a 
pistol, which was found upon his person by the 
Coroner. It was a five-chamber thirty-eight 
calibre Smith & Wesson, the same exactly as 
the one with which Strunk killed him. The 
tragedy of yesterday was, therefore, not en- 
tirely unexpected by the people, although it did 
produce great excitement and comment. 

About 2:30 o'clock the body of Charles 
Hoover was brought bome and laid out in 
the parlor. The face had been skillfully 
dressed, but bore piainiy the evidences 
of the maoiac’s usage. There was a deep 
hole in the top of. the dead, and the 
skull bore a great indenture back of the 
right temple, were the skull was fractured. 
The upper lid of we right eye was split baif- 
way up and bad several other jagged cuts, and 
on each cheek there were two great irregular 
ashes. The upper lip was also split. The 
features were in calm repose, however.

' Annam Is Hedged About by Divinity and 


Decrepit Females. 

The correspondent of the Paris Temps gives 
some highly curious and interesting details of 
the visit paid by the French Resident to the 
Queen-Mother of Annam. Her Majesty is 77 
years old. She is blind, provably witb cataract, 
which is very prevaient among old peo- 
ple there. In spite of her great age and 
infirmities, ber influence over the af 
fairs of the nation is enormous. The King 
obeys her most passively. The visit was not 
an easy matter to bring about, as, according 
to the custom of the country, no strangers are 
allowed to enter that part of the palace occu- 
pied by the Queen.. M. Paul Bert was accom- 
panied by bis wife, a Scotch lady, and rollowed 
by a suite of twelve persons. On arriving at 
the gates of the palace the French cortége was 
conducted through a number of narrow paths 
walled in on both sides. Here tne sentinels 
cease to be men, and are formed ot old women 
dressed in queer costumes,: bearing cimeters 
sheathed in silver scabbards, who turned their 
faces to the wall on the sight of the Europeans. 
Squads of eunuchs and female functionaries 
advanced, while weird music was heard in the 
distance, 

At length, after winding and turning through 
A labyrinth of avenues, the party reached a 
spacious courtyard, paved with warbie. Fifty 
to sixty women of all ages and in all sorts of 
dresses were there, some bearing parasols and 
banners and others playing on flutes and tam- 
bourines; they resembied for all the worid a 
batch of used-up ballet dancers. The cortége 
slowly traversed the courtyard and entered a 
long, narrow, dark hall, where the audience 
took place. The King was present, as gracious 
as ever, but more silent than usual. A sol- 
emu stillness pervaded the place. Suddenly a 
slight noise ware heard at the end of the ball. 
The Kimg, taking off bis sandals, approached 
the wall and knelt down before a mysterious 
curtain. This was raised in a tew minutes, 
and behind it appeared a kind of obscure ar- 
cade by which the audience-chamber is connect- 
ed with the private apartments of her Majesty. 
The Queen-Motber could now be faintly. dis- 
tinguished, seated on a divan, dressed in yel- 
low robes and turban, immobile as a statue. 
Her existence being proved to the company, 
the curtain was iet down again. Thus hidden, 
invisible but present, ber Majesty communi- 
cates with the outer world, including the King 
himself. The Ki, still on his knees, beck- 
oned to the interpreter to approach and kneel 
down. He then said something to the Queen, 
who replied from behind the curtain, and the 
visit ended. 


Paper in Piano Construction, 

Accounts are given in the German tech- 
nical journais of some interesting experiments 
which have been made, and it would appear 
with success, in the employment of paper in 
piano construction. The case is made entirely 
of paper, as a substitute for wood, the material 
being so compressed as to be susceptibie of the 
high polish which is required for such 
instruments.

The Distance Covered in Four Hours and 


Five Minutes—He Hustles Along as if 3 


Sixteen-Mile Swim Is an Aquatic Chest- 
nut to Him—Hungry Enough to Eat a 
Cow on the Completion of His Task, So 
He Said. 

New York World, July 29: When the Ham- 
Uton ferry-boat Atlantic left Brooklyn on her 
2 o'clock trip yesterday afternoon a brown- 
faced young philosopher with a sandy mus- 
tache and a biue-checked gingham jumper, 
such as ‘longshoremen wear, stood on the 
after deck and gazed refiectively at the East 
River. The flood tide was dancing northward 
at the rate of five miles an hour, and the 
bronzed youn@e man seemed to find a 
great attraction iu it. He kept fung in- 
dustriously at a big cigar, though, and nobody 
would for a moment think that he wanted to 
jump overboard and spoil his smoke. But 
when the Atlantic was within a hundred yards 
of the New York shore he waved bis right arm 
over his head and dived off the stern of the 
boat, to the great astonishment of the pilot 
and the utter ruin of his ten-cent cigar. ust 
‘then a row-boat full of young men happened 


along. They waved a long red flag to the pilot 
from a stout staff, which meant. Don't 
stop to pick him up, and the Atlantic 


steamed away. One minute and a quarter. 


later the philosopher's bare brown head popped 
out of the flood, and his naked left arm flashed 
through the air ashe started northward at a 
great rate. While ne was down-stairs in the 
East River he had peeled off all his longshore- 
man’s clothes, and he came up smiling, with

and a firm determination to swim to High 
Bridge. The people who gazed at him from 
the ferry boat didn’t know bis name, but the 
men in the boat kney be was Gus Sundstrom, 
the New York Atbietic Ciub’s 180-pound swim- 
ming teacher. 

A long-headed member of the club with 
sporting blood and pienty of money had bet 
$100 that be could not swim from Hamilton 
Ferry to High Bridge in four bours. There is 
a popular impression that the distance is six- 
teen miles, but the ciub’s faith in Gus is so 
great that the bet was quickly covered. Pilot 
Michaei Gaynor proudly heid up the red flag so 
that the swimmer couid easily find his way up 
the river behind it, and Capt. Jere Connor 
bent the oars doubie in his efforts to keep well 
in the lead. Beautiful Judge Monroe, witb 
red cheeks and a flowing tawny mustache, sat 
in the stern-sbeets of his boat and bossed 
things generally. He looked more like a poet 
than a sporting man. but the swimmer had 
oe him, and so had ail the other knowing 

ple. 

Within ten minutes Sundstrom was breast- 
ing the waves under the big bridge. The sun 
bothered bim a little as he plowed along on his 
right side, and every third wave broke into 
foam on bis neck and tried bard to filter down 
his thioat. His swimming was a little differ- 
ent from the “porpoise stroke that Dennis 
Butler made popular last summer. His bead 
kept above water all the time, und his knotty 
left arm darted forward througt the air and 
then pushed back through the water like part 
of an industrious paddle-wheel. His right arm 
kept up the beautiful motion that you may ob- 
serve in sailors hauling a rope. and his thick 
lens tbrust the East River behind nim untir 
ingls. 

The swimmer’s tall young brother, Albert, 
sat astern in the.pilot’s boat with only a thin 
pair of trunks on. He was not in the race, 
but was ready to lend Gus a band at any mo- 
ment if any foolish navigator ran bim down 
in mid-stream. Everythmg went beautifully, 
though. Gus bustied aloug in a mechanical 
way. as if a sixteen-mile swim was an aquatic 
chestnut to him, and the only uncomfortable 
man inthe expedition was beautitul Judge 
Monroe, who complained that the fresh paint 
on his boat was ruining the delicate tints of 
his trousers, 

Up at Biackwell’s Island Albert Sundstrom 
got tired of riding in a boat and plunged in. 
He and Gus had a fine time tor awhile, and 
then the big fellow eoniplained that the por- 
poise oli on his forebead had melted and 
Was running into his eyes and blind- 
mg him. He ciimbed uv into the judge's. 
boat, got rid ot the oil, and then resumed his 
journey, His brother Cari, wuo occasionally 
puts up a 120-pound dumbbeil, was watching 
for him from the top window of a big cloth 
factory at the foot of Sixty-second street. 
When Cari caught sight of his big brother be 
and his 415 ftellow-workmen waved their hand- 
kerchiefs and cheered. Gus bobbed up and 
down courteously in reply, and then he and 
Albert found that they had wind enough left 
to cheer. Crowds of ordinary, everyday 
swimmers splashed around enthusiasticaily at 
Braun's Sixt«-fifth street baths when they saw 
the great professional swimmer go by and 
made all the noise they could to help bim. 

The tide was barely beginum to run flood 
in the Harlem River, and thie made the going 
siower than Sundstrom bad expected. Still he 
got up to the New York Athletic Ciub-house in 
good time and was saluted by fifteen of his 
trunk-ciad pupils, who plunged overboard and 
paddied alongside of him. An eagie-eyed 
policeman on the Macomb’s Dam bridge peeped 
down on the brawny swimmer as he passed 
through and accused him of being trunkless. 
Gus bobbed up serenely, exhibited his tights, 
and was allowed to depart in peace. He touched 
the middie pier of High Bridge at eight min- 
utes past 6 o'clock, having finished his sixteen 
miles in four hours and five minutes. When 
he got bis clothes on at Kyie’s Pavilion he ate

WATER IN COLORADO, 


Its Great ty at the Present Time— 
What the State Will Have to Do, 

St. Louis fean: Colorado will be forced 
to follow in the footsteps e California in a 
communistic appropriation of the waters of 
the State for the use of its entire population. 
The drouth of the present season, protracted 
through a period of three moaths, gives a 
warning that will not be suffered to pass un- 
heeded. Colorado has even a scantier stock 
of water than Oalifornia. The larger part of 
the State lies just east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and the three rivers, South Platte, 
Arkansas, and Rio Grande, which, with 
their affiuents, 
very Insignificant streams—so small and snhai- 


low that in prolonged dry spells like the 
present they nearly lose their current. Flume 
and ditch companies have tapped them at the 


base of the mountains and drawn off the water 


to be sold in small streams to farmers for irri- 
gation purposes. But this gives to the popula- 
tion nearest the mountains an advantage over 
those living further east, for it sometimes oc- 
cars in time of drouth that when the former 
are amply served the river is nearly exhausted, 
and there is little water left for the people liv- 

lower down. In the present case the South 
Platte, which runs through Denver, bas been 
so shrunken in volume that it does not afford 
water enough for all purposes, and the State 
authorities have been forced to prohibit diver- 
sion of the water into ditches for irrigation, 
and allow it to be used only for drinking and 
stock watering. The great cattle herds are 
found in the eastern part of the State, at a dis- 
tance from the beads of the streams, and if the 
streams are exhausted near the mountains by 
irrigating ditches and flu des the cattle berds 
must suffer. It seems to be the experience 
that, as population, with its civilizing prac- 
tices, multiplies in a new country, the raiufall 
diminishes; and there is not a doubt that, 
when the destruction of mountain fests 
in Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, New 
Mexico, and Nevada shall have been 


' completed, 4 scarcity of water will be a 


perpetual disadvantage, and the shrunken 
streams and lakes will have to be protected 
with jealous official care. Otherwise it is 
easy to imagine adrouth uausualily protract- 

ed, in which the mountain streams, fed by 
snow-water aloue, would shrivel to rilis, ana 
thousands of animals perish of thirst, and the 
populations themselves be forced to abandon 
the country.

Tne deed of trust provides that if the vlaint- 
iff dies leaving no children the whole estate 
sball go to the wife, if living, and if dead to 
ber heirs, instead of the plaintiff's heirs. 

The bill then charges that the execution of 
said deed was procured from bim by the fraud 
and deceit of his wife, and the control and 
disposition of his estate for her own benefit, 
and to that end she had the deed of trust ſu- 
geniously framed and so encumbered with 
complicated legal phraseology as to be unin- 
teiligible. 

The family, of which Mr. Williams is a mem- 
ber, is one of the oldest and most influential 
in this city, and the troubles incidental to the 
protracted litigation with his father, his mar- 
riage under romantic and peculiar circum- 
stunces, and the developments promised by 
the present suit have attracted attention. 


THE MOSES RESERVATION. 


Just Thrown Open for Settlement by Order 
of the President. 

The Moses Reservation, just thrown open to 
settlement by order of the President, is being 
thoroughly prospected by parties from Taco- 
ma, Yakima,-Sprague, Colville, Spokane Falls, 
and Cour d' Alene. The most direct and prac- 
ticable route to the new mines is to follow the 
old Fort Chelan Government road to the 
mouth of Foster Creek, thence cross 
the Columbia, and then the Okanagan 
about ten miles from its confluence with the 
Columbia, and proceed up the Okanagan to 
Salmon Creek, a distance of twenty-five miles 
from its confluence with the Oglumbia. Salm- 
om Creek is a small creek carrying about 
4.000 miners’ inches of water, and baving an 
average fall of 200 feet per mile. It bas ite 
source about thirty-two miles northwest of ite 


confluence with the Okanagan, in the bign and 


snowy range of the Cascades, where the Skagit 
has its source. The mines thus far discovered 
are located onthe Salmon, commencing at ite 
mouth, or near there, embracmg a mineral 
bels of two and a half miles wide 
and eighteen miles in length, lying on both 
sides ot the creek. The formation is granit, 
the ledges well defined, the formation loose, 


cut here and there by porpuyry dikes, and has 


every ap ce of permanency. The 
“Tough Nut,“ struck by Messers. Boone, Maj. 
Simms, Forrester, and Pierce, shows a thirty- 
foot ledge, with eight feet of high-grade con- 
centrating ore, the assays runnimg from forty 
to 450 ounces per ton in silver and $18 to $20 
per ton in gold. The ore carries about 10 per 
cent in lead ana will average over $100 per 
ton. The ** Homestake”’ is a large vein crop- 
ping for upwards of 800 feet, and shows from 
sixteen to twenty teet of ore that averages 
over 120 ounces of silver per ton. There are 
numerous other locations showing equally as 
well that will soon show large ore bodies and 
make the country what the Cour d’Aléne is 
today. The camp is new. There are no stores 
or places of obtaiming provisions, and the diffi- 
culties are such that most of the prospectors 
who went there first are now out of supplies. 
As asupply point Spokane Falis is 160 miles 
from the new camp and the most available 
place to freight from. The Okanagan Valley 
is large, well watered, the hills iow and rolling, 
but little timber in the country. A luxuriant 
growth of bunch grass is seen every where. 

The land is rich, easily worked, and product- 
ive, while the winters are extremely mild as 
couipared with the Big Bend country. In short, 
it is au inviting field tor the rancher, the stock- 
raiser, and miner, and with the present influx 
of home-seekers and miners it is the most in- 
viting portion of Stevens County.—Spokane 
Falis (W. T.) Chrontele.

In some quarters the hope is ober- 
ished that Wiliiam M. Springer may be retired in 
the Springfield District’ tunis fail, but with a 
majority of over 4,000 to back bim the chance 
of defeating him is not very flattering. There 
is no doubt that Maj. Connolly. if nominated 
4 the Republicans, could materially cut down 
his majority. Springer’s selection of Post- 
masters bas not given entire satisfaction. He

disappointed seekers after spoils of that kind, 
his eiecuon, with a largely reduced majority, 
may be predicted with comparative certainty.

Streeter is the 
lenterof the Greenback voters of that District, 
and was elected to the Senate in a Republican 
district two years ago. through & combination 
with the Democrats. Mr. Streeter admicted 
that Judge Gest of Rock Island, whe 
is most likely to be the Republican 
candidate would divide up the Greenback- 
Labor vote of Rock Island County. This is the 
point the backers of Judge Gest have made in 
favor of his nomination, and Streeter’s ad mis- 
sion will go along way in securing a victory 
for him in the Republican Convention, There 
are u half-dozen other candidates in the dis- 
trict, including Capt, Turnbull and Judge 
Dryden of Monmouth, Mr. Alexander Petrie of 
Mercer, and others, but the Republicans ap- 
pear to be disposed to give the nomination to 
the mun who has the best show of election. In 
the meantime they are perfecting an organiza- 
tion by school districts, and have better 
prospects of beating Neece than at any 
time since 1882. The present in tions are 
strongly in favor of their doing 60. 

Another member is likely to be gained by 
the Republicans in the Tenth District, now 
represented by N. E. Worthington. If the Re- 
publicans do not get into trouble over the 
nomination of a candidate Worthington is sure 
to be retired, and the gain of a member in 
each of these two districts would give the Re- 
publicans thirteer out of the twenty Congress- 
men in the next delegation from Illinois. 

The last district to be considered is the Six- 
teenth.. It is Democratic naturally by 
1,600, but 8. Z. Landes, who was elected 
two years ago, got through only by the 
Skin of bis teeth. He was opposed by the sol- 
dier element in the Democratic party, who sup- 
ported Maj. McCartney, the Republican nomi- 
nee. He has again been nominated, but the 
opposition to him in his own party appears to 
be stronger than ever. This year they will try 
new tactics to deteat him. Next week an In- 
dependent Democratic Convention will be 
bela to put out another Bour- 
bon candidate. In this way they hope 
to gain many votes away from Landes that be 
would get if the Independents supported the 
Republican candidate. With this split among 
the Democrats the Republicans may be able to 
slip in between them and elect their nominee. 
They have not yet settled upon a candidate, 
but are simply waiting to take advantage of 
whatever the situation affords.

THE MORMON QUESTION, 


A Talk with Ex-Gov. Emery—The Polyga- 


mists Look on a Penitentiary Sentence in 

the Light of Martyrdom. 

George W. Emery, ex-Governor of Utah, was 
at the Grand Pacific for a few bours yesterday, 


en route from bis cattle ranch in southern 


Idaho to his home in Boston, Mass. 

A reporter for Tae Trisune held a short 
conversation with bim in reference to the Mor- 
nfon.question and the outlook generally in 
Utah. 

How is Gov. West liked by the people in 
Utah?” he was asked. 

He is pretty well liked by both Mormons 
and Gentiles. The former seem to think they 
have something to hope for from his adminis- 
tration, aad thus far feel more kindly towards 
him than they did towards his immediate pred- 
ecessor, Gov. Murray.“ 

How do you explain this?“ 

From the fact that West is a pew man and 
a Democrat, and because he bas visited some 
of the imprisoned ones. You know the po- 
litical predilections of the Mormons are with 


the Democratic party, although I cannot think 
of any especial reason for it, unless perhaps 
because they received no favors from the Re- 
publican party while in power. My own opin- 
ion is that they have nothing more to expect 
from one politica: party than the other.“ 

Dia not the first act of the Democratic Ad- 
ministration prejudice the Mormon population 
against the Democratic party ?’’ 

Not particularily. The Mormons are now 
more thoroughly united and have less dissen- 


* sions and splits than ever before.“ 


Are the Federal officiais still pushing the 
cases against the Mormons, and are the latter 
taking any of the retaliatory steps they did 
some time back?“ 

es. prosecutions for violation of the Fed- 
eral statutes are being pushed as vigorously 
as possible, but lam not aware that the peo- 
ple are maxing any retaliatory moves. You 
see, the Mormons no longer regard going to 
the penitentiary for practicing polygamy as 
disgraceful or criminal, but, on the contrary, 
look upon it as in the nature of a martyrdom. 
It is true that President Taylor bas never u 
apprebended and that George Q. Cannon bas 
forfeited his bond and is supposed to be 
abroad. It is also true that a great meny of 
the leaders bave left the Territory and that a 
large number of the people have joined the 
settlements in Southern Colorado, in New and 
Old Mexico, and in Arizona; but there are a 
great many left, and the leadership is be 
assumed by the meu who bave only one wife 
or are not living in a state of polygamy.” 

Do those who are left practice polygamy 
as openly as they did before the law was 80 
rigidiy enforced?” 

No. They live more quietly and one bears 
less of their doctrines than a short time back. 
They seem more quiet than ever before, but, 
nevertheless, more determined.“ 

“What do you think will be the ultimate 
outcome of the Mormon question?!“ 

“Polygamy in Utah and other Territories 
will undoubtedly disappear in time, but were 
will always be Mormons and Mormon churches. 
The doctrine, in fact, will last just as long as 
that of Methodism or any other. The Eiders 
of the church are bard at work ali the time all 
over the civilized world, aud they are just as 
energetic and industrious as the representa- 
tives of other denominations. Then, again, 
the young menof the faith are coming to the 
front and the work of proselyting is not left 
entirely to the old grayheaas.’’ 

Are there any new features in the question 
which have been developed since the incum- 
bency of Gov. West?“ 

“I think pot, unless the unostentatious 
method of living recently adopted oy the 


Mormons can be called a new development 


of the question.’ All of them are living more 
quietly than heretofore, and have less to sa 
about their particular tenets.“ ' 

What about the deveiopment of the Terri- 
tory?” 4 

Well, it is holding its own in agriculture, 
grazing. and mining. in the latter respect, 
matters are very promising, as the mines are 
looking better and yielding more mineral than 
for a number of years past. The population 
is increusing sligbtlr, although the new settiers 
are chiefly Gentiles.”’ 

Ex-Gov. Emery generally spends two or 
three months every summer on his ranch, 
which is just th and a nalf over the 
Utah line, and In Sait Lake City. He left for 
his home on the 3:30 train yesterday, and 
when seen by the reporter had just gotten in 
from the West. 


ALD. MUBLLER’S CITIZENSHIP. 


Testimony Against Him Given Before Com- 
missioner Hoyne—Definition of an Alibi. 
The hearing of the case of the United States 

against George H. Mueller. Alderman from 

the Secona Ward, who was arrested last Tues- 
day on complaint of W. H. Oram, charged with 
fraudulently registering and voting in April 
and May last, was begun before Commissioner 

Hoyne yesterday. Chester Dawes, Fred 

Mitchell, and J. R. Doolittle appeared for the 

prosecution and Ira W. Buell for Mueller. Ex- 

Ald. Sanders was an interested specta tor. 
Rudolph Weber of No. 431 State street swore 

that he had resided in Chicago since 1868. At 

a primary meeting held in 1872 near the corner 

of State street and Hubbard court, at which a 

crowd of twenty or thirty men, inciudmg 

Mueller, were present, he heard some men 

say that Mueller could not vote because he 

was not a naturalized citizen. The witness 
admitted having signed an affidavit in the case 
of the people against Mueller, recently on trial 
in the Criminal Court, wherein he stated that 

Mueller admitted to him that he could not vote 

at the election held in 1872 because be was not 

a citizen. 

M. D. Titge, of No. 76 East Twelfth street, 
who is a cousin of Mueller, testified that he 
came to the United States in 1866, Mueller also 
coming to America at the same time. He 
could not remember the name of the vessel on 
which be came or the line to which it belonged. 
He came to Chicago in 1869. He did not re- 
member the year in which he took out his 
naturalization papers. 

Christopher Boekelman testified that he 
was related to Mueller, the latter's tatber's 
mother having married my brotber’s sister.“ 
The witness said that he knew Mueller in Ger- 
many, his recoliechnon being strengthened by 
the fact that Mueller “licked"’ bim on one 
occasion while boys at home. The witness 
testified that he came to America in 1874. 

J. A. White, aman about 50 years of age, 
proved to be a most eccentric witness. He 
swore that he was born at sea and knew no 
country but this.“ 
June last, told him that he had just come to 
Chicago from Kansas City, and having beard 
of his trouble on account of his not baving 
deen naturalized wiehed to give bim two or 
three polnters. These were all hes, and he 
told them willingly for the purpose of gaining 
Mueller'e confidence. The latter told bim that 
be knew a man living in Blue Island who would 
swear he knew bim five years, while another 
man would swear he knew bim for three years. 
Mueller said he had everything fixed to bold 
the office of Alderman by false evidence and 
an alibi. The witness defined an alibi as 
„ person who could be oéught for money 
and instructed to tell whatever be was in- 
structed on the witness stand.“ He emploved 
a South Chicago saloonkeeper named Patrick 
Cavanaugh to act as his trailer.“ whose duty 
it was to follow the witness about and bear 
the conversation he had with Mueller. The 
witness swore. that be attempted to secure 
facts against Mueller purely througb a philan- 
thropic feeling. He considered it to be nis 
duty to assist in ousting Mueller from office. 
He said that be aided in sending Francis Ed- 
wards of Prairie avenue to the State prison 
for fraudulent voting. After he had gained 
Mueller’s confidence by telling him ſies he went 
to Saunders and told him what be bad found 
out. ' 
Patrick Cavanaugh, the “trailer,” confirmed 
White's testimony. 

The certificates of the Commissioners of 
Emigration and the Secretary of the State of 
New York, under the seal of the State, were 
offered in evidence, showing that George H. 
Mueller landed at Castle Garden June 1, 1867. 
The bearing was then continued until next 
Monday morning.

The Greenbackers to Coalesce with t 

Knights of Labor--Sam B. Raymond Be- 
ing a Candidate for County Treasurer Is 
About to Resign from the Young Repub- 
lican Club—Seiecting Judges in the Coun- 
ty Towns for the Fall Election. 


A meeting of fifty of the more prominent 
Socialists was heid last Sunday, which bas been 
kept secret, all those attending pledging them- 
selves not to disclose its purpose. After dis- 
cussing the political aspects of the coming 
campaign, speeches being made by Frank Stau- 
ber Dr. Ernst Schmidt, George A. Schilling, 
Mr. Stevens, President of the Liberal League, 
Charlie. Wheeler, and a number of others, it 
was decided to resuscitate the old Socialistic- 
Labor party this again enter local poli- 
tics as.a distinct party. The details of the 
plan were left toa future meeting to deter- 
mine. 

As an independent party the Socialists have 
not done anything for several years, and most 
of the members have formed a portion of the 
great floating vote. At one time they cast 
nearly 12,000 votes, and elected several Alder- 
men and members of the Legisiature. The 
leaders in the reo igauon of the party 
claim that one-half of the old strength can 
now be mustered in again. There will be, 
however, some division of opinion, it is said, 
about acting with labor organizations where 
candidates are put forward by the Knights, 
toward whom the Socialists in general have no 
friendly feeling. The reason for the secrecy 
with which the movement is surrounded is 
claimed to be a fear that it might have a preju- 
dicial effect upon the Anarchist trial just at 
the present time. 


Sam Raymond’s Resignation as a Member 
of the Young Republican Club. 


An effort was made to hold a meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Young Re- 
publican Ciub yesterday afternoon, but there 
was no quorum present. The object of the 
meetmg was to determine what acnon the club 
will take in politics this fall, but, as the rules 
probibit its indorsement of any candidate for 
nomination it is probable that no active work 
will be done until after the County Conventon. 
Another rule is that no officebolder or candi- 
date for office can retain his membership. Ina 
accordance with this rule Mr. S. B. Raymond 
has written the following self-explanatory 
letter, which was alsoto bave been acted upon: 

As I am a candidate for the office of Treasurer 
of Cook County, I hereby resign my membership 
in the Young ublican Club and its Executive 
Committee.

The Towns of Hyde Park, Bremen, Ex 
Grove, Hanover, Maine, Palatime, Schaum- 
berg, Wheeling, Lemont, Orland, Palos, and 
Rich were laid over until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the lists not being ready. In other towns 
judges were agreed on without trouble, and 
the old polling places were generally selected.

years ago. Zielinski never did much work in Po- 
land, perform simply the duty of riding over 
nis estate, the rs ot which he directed. He 
buried his wife in the old country, but brought 
with bim two chiidren—a son and a daughter 
with whom he now makes bis home. The. 
old gentleman is still quite active, his only de- 
fect being a lack of hearing. His sieht i* good 
and he is able to shave himself in a manner 
that would do credit toa much younger man. 
Heis also able to do and frequently performs 
a full day’s work. He has pienty of the com- 
pany of his country’s folk, there being a large 
Polish settiement in his section. At Dubois 
there is a Polish church, having a membership 
of 250 families, and at Radom, a few miles 
north, there is another church of the same de- 
nomination having a membership of 260 fami- 


lies. 


There resides near Dubois another remark- 
able old person—a colored woman over 100 
years of age. Sue was old enough at the time 
of Washington's death to have a boy, who was 
named in honor of che Father of his Country. 
She remembers well the events of that period, 
and tells how the news was received on the 
plantation where she was at work as a slave. 
She also tells with remarkable c'earness bow, 
when she was a mere child in Maryland, sbe 
was playing in the yard one day wheu two mea 
came along and threw a sbawi over her head. 
She remembers a tbree-days’ ride in a car- 
riage, after which she was sold to a planter 
named Hudson (from whom she takes 
ber name) in Alabama. re she 
lived with her . first and second hus- 
bands, by whom she had fourteen 
children, all of whom were sold into siavery. 
Finally she herself was again soid—this time 
to a man named Woodbura, living near H:ck- 
man, Ky. Here she had two chiidren, who 
were also sold away from her, and the old 
woman relates with touching patuos bow she 
was thus deprived of her sixteen children. 
Mrs. Hudson lives ali by berself in a log but 
something over a mile out from Dubois. She 
frequently walks that distance, and manages, 
with what she earns and the assistance of kind 
neighbors, to keep herself from want. She is 
very religious and adheres to the Baptist faith 
unflincbingly. 

The correspondent recently met another 
aged person in the same county whose history 
contains many reminiscences of the past. The 
Rev. George C. Stebbins resides at 
Richview, Washington County. He was 
born in 1796, and is therefore 90 
years old. He was born in Norwich, Mass. 
both of his parents being Euglish Protestants. 
His father was a graduate of Harvard Co lege, 
a physician, and a manufacturer of gunpow- 
der forthe Continental army. His mother 
was an only child, the daugbter of Brig.-Gen. 
Buckminster of the British army. Young 
Stebbins graduated at Union College, New 
York City. At Bloomington Grove, in 1823, 
he was licehsed to preach the Presbyterian 
doctrine, and at Middletown in tae same coun- 
ty he was ordained over the church in 1824. 
Sbortly afterwards he came to Sterling, W hite- 
side County, Illinois, where be was installed in 
a pastorate which he filled for twelve years. 
He also labored in many other places, being a 
pioneer missionary, and worked here when 
the county was a wilderness. He moved into 
Tennessee, where he met with pecuniary 
lo and finally settied ib Richview 
and taught in the seminary at that piace. 
He bas been twice married—first in 1830 in 
the City of New York to Esther W. Wickman, 
and next to Jane Buttrick of Peoria, III. His 
eldest. child and only son died at Las Vegas, 
N. M., from the effects of a pistol shot when 
in the service of the United States Government 
as Internal Revenue Coliector. Mr. Stebbins’ 
daughter Sarah is now Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Woman's Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Northwest and is located in 
Chicago. The old gentieman is still hale and 
hearty, and an ornament to tue society to 
which he bas been so useful, J. L. G.

Gen. Banks was born at Waltham, Mass., Jan. 
30, 1816. While a boy he worked in a cotton fac- 
tory and afterwards learned the trade of a ma- 
chinist. He also studied law, was admitted to 
the bar, and in 1849 was elected to the Legislature 
of Massachusetts. He was elected a member of 
Congress in 1852, nominally as a Democrat; but 
he formally withdrew from the Democratic party, 
and in 1854 was reélected by the concurrent vote 
of the “ American and Republican parties, and 
at the 2 1 4 Congress was chosen 
Speaker on the 138d ballot. In 1857 he was 
elected Governor of Massachusetts and re- 
elected in 1858 and 1859. On the outbreak of the 
Civil War he was made Major-General of Vol- 
unteers, was assighed to the command of a corps 
in the Army of the Potomac, and was subse- 
28283 placed at the head of the forces for the

In-the spring of 1864 he 
made an unsuccessful expedition up the 
River in Louisiana and was in May relieved of 
his command. He again entered upon political 
li d was reélected to Congress from his old 
district.in 1866 and again in 1868 and 1870. In 
1872 he took an active part in favor of the elec- 
tion of Horace Greeley to the Presidency. In 
1876 he was in elec to Congress by the 
votes of the Democrats and of that portion of 
the Republicans who were opposed to the policy 
of President Grant.

Use of the Bells—Some Remarkable 
Feats Performed with Them. 

Boston Herald: About every man at some 
period of his life has purehased a pair pf 
dumb-bells with the determination of working 
up a muscle which would equal that of a 
Roman giadiator ora modern puguilist. Per- 
haps one man in a thousend reaches that point 
—searcely more. It is astonishing how soon 
the ordinary individual gives up the ambition 
to acquire an eighteen-inch bicep, and is con- 
tent to struggle along in life with as much 
muscle as nature is wie to give 
him undeveloped. The dumb-bell is only 
an inapimate piece of iron, but it takes 
the stayeh and determination out of a man 
about as quickly as anything. ‘his is the ex- 
perience of most men. He is a bookkeeper, a 
clerk, or an editor, perhaps, and suddeniy 
makes up bis mind that his physical condition 
isn’t just woat it should be, that bis muscles 
are small and flabby, that his chest needs de- 
velopment, and, take it altogether, the proper 
thing to do would be to purchase a pair of 
dumb-bells and goto work with them. But 
why does be select dumb-bells? Simply be- 
cause they are the most familiar pieces of gym- 
mastic or athietic apparatus known to dim. 
He skirmishes among the sporting goods or 
hardware stores, and selects a nice little pair 


of bells weighing eight pounds apiece. He 
argues that the bigger the bells the bigger the 
prospective muscle. He is wise iu bis own 
ignorance. The bells are sent home. The en- 
thusiastic man goes to his desk and chuckles 
during the day as he thinks bow he will just 
sling those dumb-pelis around when be gets 


Dome, and bow the muscles will stand out on 
bim inside of a month. Sure enough, after sup- | 


per he does wrestle furiously witu the belis for 
about fifteen minutes, and perhaps longer. un- 
til the sweat sticks out on bim in big beads, his 
arms and body acbe, ana he is pretty well 
tired out. It is the most iaborious work he 
has done for a long time, but be smiles com- 
placently as he thinks of the nice new muscle 
which will take the placé of the dead waste 
tissue cast out by the vigorous exercise. Then 
the chances are that, instead of taking a good 
bath in rather cold water, he will sit down to 
get cooled off, after a while crawi into bed 
with great plang in bis head of wuat he will do 
with those bells tomorrow before breakfast.“ 
Of course, it's the proper thing to take that 
arduous kind of exercise before break- 
fast—“it will give me an appetite, you 
know.’ But, when day dawns, the man of 
the dumb-bells doesn’t jump out of bed «with 
the alacrity of a trained athiete. He had silent 
woll, better than usual, but then real tired 
men generally do sleep soundly. But what is 
the matter? That's what the man wants to 
know. He is so lame, sore, and stiff in his 
muscles that every movement hurts him. Has 
ne been seized with rheumatic fever during 
the night? No. The dumb-bells bave se- 
cured their revenge for being so ferociously 
pushed up and down, and in and out. The 
muscles, which are to be mighty some time in 
the dim future, bave simply been overworked 
and strained, and they are protesting vigor- 
ously and unpleasantiy. It is rather a surprise 
party for the man, and not a very agreeable 
one at that. He painfully crawls out of bed, 
dresses himself with many a growi, and goes 
down to the breakfast-table. But the dumb- 
bells innocently stare him in the face and re- 
mind him of the _xercise he was going to take 
„before breakfast.” No exercise for him, 
thank you; be would rather have a whole pa- 
per of pins stuck into bis arms than under- 
take to lift those beils above his head. Ten 
chances to one he feels so miserable that be 
goes to bed instead of to the office. It may be 
a whole week before the stiffutes leaves him 
entirely, and by that time he is 80 disgusted 
generally that the dumb-bells are ignominious- 
ly thrown into the cellar and left to rust, while 
the vision of great muscles, which was once 80 
enticmng, 1 for good, and the man is 
satisfied to t all his exercise out of a pen or 
something lighter than a pair of eight-pound 
dumb-bells. 

The above description is “as true as Gos- 
vel, for the writer has been there and kuows. 
But everybody does not give up so easily in 
the search for strength. A few bave more of 
the Dulidog dispdésfuon, and will not let a pair 
of dumb-belis get the best of them; so they 
hang on, and every once in a while they will 
take a little exercise with the weights. Very 
shortly they learn two things—viz.: that better 
and more satisfactory work can be done with 
light-weight dells, say one or two pounds 
each, and that it does not pay to overdo. Some 
few, however, never wake this discovery, and 
as a consequence dumb-bell exercise does them 
much more harm than good. Prof. Ferris, who 
was for years insiructor at the T. M. C. U. 
gynasium, this city. was always strongly op- 
posed to the use of dumb-belis as a means of 
exercise. Not that he could see no good in 
them, but he saw greater harm ia their use. 
Prof. Ferris was a very powerful man, and nad 
large and mighty muscles, and yet the writer 
in several years’ acquaintance never saw bim 
take hold of a heavier dumb-bell. than two 
pounds but once, and that time he elevated a 
180-pound bell with bis right arm. Nine out 
of ten, when they first entered the gymnasium, 
went for the dumb-belis the first thing, because 
they knew their use and had heard so much 
talk of their denefit by people who did not 
know s0 much as they might about bells. Mr. 
Ferris would invariabiy talk with them and ad- 
vise only the use of the lighest bells. Nothmg 
annoyéd bim so much as to see a growing boy 
or a weak; thin man struggling with a pair of 
bells altogether too heavy for him, tor he 
knew an injury was being done. 

Many and many a person bas burt bimself 
with dumb-bells, and the majority of these 
are those who exercise with them at home or 
in the office. If they do not give it up dis- 
gwusted,es related in the beginning of this 
article, they will keep on overworking an@ 
straining themselves, wondering all the time 
why they do not get strong. To be sure, they 
gain a little in the arms, but what does that 
amount to? Experienced men will tell you 
that it is tme poorest kind of strength, 
and practically useless. It is superficial 
strength, so to speak, and disappears uniess 
the exercise ig kept up continually. The 
dum b-bell devotee usually will not recognize 
the fact that he can get as much and more 
real strength and better strength from the use 
of a variety of apparatus than he can from the 


use of the weights. After passing the éarly 


stages in dumb-bell exercise a person will gen- 
erally confine bis efforts to puttme beavy 
bejls. By the technical term of * putting” 
is meant the raising of the bell from the 
shoulder above the bead to the full length 
of the arm with one hand. After awhile he 
can elevate a pretty heavy bell, but, as he can 
do it easier anc better generally with bis right 
arm, that one will get the most exercise, and 
consequently his strength will be all on one 
side. He will find that he is growing one- 
sided, and that he is all out of shape. He gets 
muscie-bound, grows heavy and cumbersome, 
bis strength is not lasting, and his movements 
are so slow that another man with less 
strength could get the better of him very 
easily in a squabble. Then be neglects the 
development of bis chest in his ambition to 
put up heavy bells. To be sure his chest 
muscies are large and heavy, but they bind in 


the bony framework of bis chest and so cramp 


the action of the lungs, while at the same time 
they draw his shoulders and make them round 
and stooping. Because he measures, perhaps, 
forty inches or more around his chest he foad- 
ly believes that he bas got a great wind- 
box.” But he hasn't. He bas got plenty of 
muscle, but a pair of poor, cramped-up lungs 
weakened by overwork. It isn’t the man who 
bas the biggest chest measurement who has 
the best lungs or the best health; and the 
latter is what a person is after when 
he exercises with the bells. Prof. Ferris, 
who has been spoken of, measured, if the 
writer’s memory serves bim right, in the vlein- 
ity of forty-six or forty-eight incbes, and yet 
“ne died of consumption in his prime, There 
ard men today in the Union Gymnasium, wbo 
have been there for years, massive mus- 
cled and strong as an ox, who are simply vic- 
tims of the dumb-bell. They can put up great 
weights and can do a few tricks on the paralieis 
which require strength, and that is all they can 
do or ever will do. And yet there are dozens 
of men. who look a most puny beside them, who 
are strong all over, and are much healthier 
and more nearly physicaily perfect. To the 
ipexperienced observer. bowever, the dumb- 


dumb-belis, under the 
tent instructor, is a very excellent thing. 
But many of those ho purchase dumb- 
bells do so just bec#use they have nct 
the time to attend the gymnasium and secure 
roper instruction. In such a case as this a 
fist of the movements, and number of times 
they should be gone through with, should be 
obtained from Prof.. Roberts, or some one who 
knows, and then carefully and persistently fol- 
lowed. An idea of what a person should do 
with the bells may be obtained in a gen- 
eral way from Blakie’s instructions to young 
men as to their daily exercise, contained in bis 
very excellent book: entitled How to Get 
Strong and How to Stay 80.“ Mr. 
Biakie says: On rismg, tet bim stand 
erect, brace his chest firmiy out, and, 
breath aeepiy, curl the dumb-belis 
(each of about one-fifteenth of his own weight) 
fifty times without stopping. This is bicep 
work enoug for the early morning. Then, 
placing the bells on the floor at his feet, and 
bending bis knees a little and his arms none at 
all, rise to an upright position with them fifty 
times. The loins and back have bad their 
turn now. After a minute's rest, standing 
erect, let bim lift the belie fifty times as 
far up and out behind him as he can, 
keeping elbows straight, and taking care, 
when the belis reach the highest point behind, 
to hold them still there fora moment. Now, 
the muscles on the under side of bis arms and 
about the whole of the upper back haye bad 
their work. Next, starting with the bells at 
the shoulders, push them up sigh over the 
bead, and lower them fifty times continuously. 
Now the outer part ot the upper arms, the 
corners of the shoulders, and the waist have 
all bad active duty. Finally, after anotber 
minute's rest, start with the bells dich over 
the head and lower slowly unt the arms are 
in about the position they would be ona 
cross, the e'hows always being kept un- 
bent. Raise the bells to hight again, 
then lower them, and so continue until you 
have done 60 ten times, care being taken to 
hold the bead six or more inches back of the 
perpendicular and to steadily face the ceilmg 
Overhead, while the chest ia swelled out to its 
uttermost. Rest halt a minute, and then do it 
ten times more, and so on until you bave ac 
complished it fifty times. This inst exercise is 
ove of the best known chest-expanders. Now 
that these five sorts of work are over, few 
muscles above the waist have not bs I vigor- 
ous end ample work, the lungs theniselves 
have bad a splendid stretch, and you have not 
spent over fifteen minutes on the whole opera- 
tion.” 
Some of the feats of strength performed 
with the dumb-bells by professional and ama- 
teur athietes are fairly astonishing, and go to 
show to what extent the human muscles can 
be developed in this direction. Dick Pennell 
of New York undoubtedly exhibited the most 
remarkable degree of strength ever seen in 
this country, and probably in the world, in the 
way of dumb-bell putting when he elevated a 
bell weighing 201 pounds 5 ounces in New 
York, Jan 31, 1874. Mr. Pennell raised the 
bell to his shoulder, and then pusbed it up 
slowly with one band unt the arm was fully 
extended and the body erect. Pennell was 
not a very large man, but was abo expert in 
dumb-bell patting. He holds the record, and 
no one bas come very near it. Another won- 
derful feat with the dum>-bell was performed 
by an amateur named G. D. Parmiy of New 
York, who put up a bell weighing 104 pounds, 
with one hand, eleven times without stopping, 
Feb. 4, 1878 Mr. W. B. Curtis, an amateur, 
holds a record for putting up a pur of 100- 
pound belis Sept. 10, 1859. George M. Robin- 
son, the San Franciscw strong man, who 
made such a cowardly showing in his 
glove contest with Sullivan a-year or 
two ago, is noted as a hesvy bell-putter. 
One can judge of bis strength when it is 
stated that Nov. 25, 1878, he elevated a 100- 
pound bell twenty times with one hand without 
stopping. Nov. 29, 1883, he put up a fifty-one- 
pound bell eighty times with one band. Alva 
A. Hylton ot the game city May 19, 1885, put 
up a üfty-pound bell ninety-four times with 
one hand, but be gested several seconds when 
he reached the sixtieth, seventieth, eightieth, 
and ninetieth attempt. If there is any dumb- 
bell enthusiast who desires to make a record 
witb smaller belis he cah set to work and try 
and beat chat made by A. Corcoran, a Chicago 
amateur, who elevated a twelve- pound bell no 
less than 14,000 times Oct. 4. 1878. There are a 
number of dumb-bell experts in this vicinity. 
The most promivent one, and undoubtedly 
the greatest in the country, is Mr. Charles O. 
Breed of Lynn. Here is bis record, made at 
Lyon Dec. 2, 1882, which beats the worid: A 
fifty and a half pouad dumb-beli, litted fairly 
from the floor, right hand only, 1,000 times in 
9m. 408., 2,000 times in 19m, 23s8., 3,000 times in 
29m. 23s., 4,000 times in 39m. 50s.. 5,000 times in 
52m. 208., 6,000 times in Ih. m., 7,000 times in 
lb. 20m. 208., and 7,600 times in 1b, 30m. An- 
otber-dumb-bell athlete who has showh great 
strength and enduranee. and hails from the 
same city, is a man named Stickney. The 
most prominent amatuer dumb bell athletes in 
this city are Messrs. Comer and Farrell of the 
. M. C. U. gymnasium, Ryan, the amateur 
oarsmman and boxer, and Doherty of. the T. M.

DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT? 


“How Liquor-Selling Thrives in Maine and 


New Hampshire, 

New York Evening Post: We quoted the other 
day from the Boston Record the answer of a 
Congregational clergyman living in a Maine 
town of about 5,000 inhabitants to the question, 
“Does prohibiton prohibit?““ Mme said that 
thore are on one street, within one minute's 
walk of each other, and as near the station, 
three grogshops, and I suspect four others, 
two hotels, and four drug stores where liquor 
is sold by the glass; that “it is no 
unusual thing to see men staggering 
drunk on. the street, and on public occasions 
the sale of liquor is increased.” The Christian 
Advocate of this week contains an auswer to 
the same question from a Methodist clergy- 


from a license town in Massachusetts, had 
comforted himself with the expectation of a 
very different environment, “because New 
Hampshire has a prohibitory law, a model of 
legal and stringent enactments.” He has 
lived in the State long enough to take in the 
situation,” and makes this report: 

„Does prohibitory legislation stop the sale of 
liquor? Such a question would provoke a smile 
in any city or large town in New Hampshire, 
All kinds of liquors are sold without restraiat or 
fear. Saloons with public bars are upon the 
main streets of the cities and large towns 
and in great numbers. The law exercises 
no constraint upon the saloon, except a 
deed of violence under influence 
of liquor shocks the community in- 
to aroused action. Then the law is brought 
into use; a few men are arrested for the - 
legal sale, fined a nominal sum, which is usval- 
ly paid promptiy, and the business of selling 
goes On as before. The condition of temper- 
ance sentiment as related to the Prohibitory 
law may be inferred somewhat from the fact 
that in one of our most staid and reputable 
cities a wholesale brewer, with a large manu- 
factory in the limits of the city, was elected 
and now serves as Mayor.“

He came in 
on the morning train, but the boys met him, 
and, after a rough-and-tumble that was spe 
liveliest ever seen in the State, he was picked 
up bodily ana carried into the baggage-car, 
where two or three trunks were piled on him. 

After this episode had been thoroughly die- 
cussed in town meeting it was resolved by the 
citizens that they must proceed with greater 
caution. Three or four weeks were permitted 
to elapse with no demonstration in favor of law 
‘end order, but in the meantime a man bad 
been out scouring the country for the right 
kind of av. officer. No one outside of a few 
picked men knew just what arrangement had 
been made, until last Saturday two young fel- 
lows got off the train here and announced to the 
gang that they had heard that this was a great 
town for fun, and that they had come up to 
have some of it before it was all gone. They 
were dressed in cowboy fashion, and there was 
something in their manner which drew the 
boys to them. All bands adjourned for liquor, 
the newcomers firing their revolvers occasion- 
Ally. * just to wake the town up.“ as they said. 
The drinking went on with great enthusiasm 
until late in the evening, when, after cleaning 
out one saloou, the gang marched on another. 
At thts 
bartender, who, it was afterward learned, was 
in the plot, and, going behind the bar, set up 
all the botties and demijohns, so that their 
friends could help themselves. Things 
were gomg along comfortably, and the 
Pineville boys were tailing over each 
other as they declared again and again that 
they hadn't bad so muct: fun since they capt- 
ured the town the last time, when one of the 
strangers jumped out in the middie of the 
room and suggested that all bands give up 
their guns preparatory to makiug a glor- 
fous night of it without endangering their 
Uves.“ 

“We've got this town dead to richts,“ ho 
aid, and all I'm afraid of is that some of us 
will get hurt. I don't want to go away from 
here feelmg that I've left any sorrow behind. 
There are enough of us to take eare of our- 
sel ves.“ 

Most ot the boys were willing enough to com- 
ply with the request, and those who demurred 
were persuaded by others to do nothing that 
would spoil the fun. When the guns had ail 
deen deposited on the bar the other visitor 
locked them up in a ctipboard to which there 
was a key, and, puttimg that in his pocket, he 
and bis companion led the way into the street. 
Once outside: there was a knock-down, and 

n another, and another, and a moment later 
half of the town appeared to rise up from the 
sidewalks, and then the way the gang droppad 
was highly edifying. Some of the boys came 
up two or three times, but the strangers, with 
alittie kindly assistance from the citizens, 
kept them on the jump. 

Me and my pard here is the City Marshal of 
this town,“ one of the strangers at last found 
breath to sar, and we are going to have order 
here from this night on. We're from the Owy- 
hee Mountains, we are.

O. I 
beg your pardon, mister; I thought you were 
one of the gang. Sorry I pasted you so hard; 
but this here is business. Just step inside 
there and wash the blood off. Glad to hear 
that the teeth were false. I usually loosen em. 
We're going to bave less company here after 
tonight. All you fellows whose guns are in 
my keeping inside want to get out of here be- 
fore tomorrow morning. Tu be at the town- 
hall after 7 o'clock and any man who wants his 
ta will get it, muzzle out. That's right, pard. 
‘That was a good one. It made the earth rum- 
ble. Any more of them?” 

By this time the gang had taken to its legs, 


their bearings, as they expressed it, remained. 
As soon as they could collect themselves they, 
too, ambied off, and tnirty minutes later the 
whole crowd was on the railroad track moving 
east. Pinevilile’s double City Marshal is now 
in possession of the town, and the citizens are 
celebrating tonight the restoration of peace.

My idea was to go in for farmmeg, and as 
I'd a brother living in Ford County, Dlinots, I 
went to Chicago, supposing in my ignorance 
that I could find him somewhere about there. 
But Illinois is a larger piace than I bargained 
for; and a letter mailed to the address cf my 
brother’s last letter not bringing any response 
I abandoned the idea of fraternal greetings. 
Just while I was wondering what to do, and 
walking back from the post-office after a futile 
call for letters, a well-dressed middle-aged man 
stopped me in the street and asked if I wasn't 
English. I bad beard that Chicago was 
what you Americans call a ‘pretty tough 
piace, and that. confidence men 
abounded, 60 I buttoned up my coai a little 
tighter, and answered my would-be friend 
very curtly. But he was evidently above any 
such meanness as susceptivility, and nothing 
would shake him off. I declined to drink, I de- 
clined to ‘eat supper’ at his expense, I declined 
a cigar—in fact, I declined everything until 
the process got monotonous, and I wished the 
fellow in a place where it is a good deal warmer 
than it was in Chicago that bitterly cold day in 
January. After awhile ne told me ne was agent 
for the sale of some of the most beautiful 
lana in Arkansas that the Creator had made, 
and that wealth literally oozed out of the very 
He drew a picture calculated to make 
one’s each particular hair stand on end, and 
before long 1 began to thaw, and the spider 
commenced getting his net around me. I 
agreed to call in on the morrow and see the 
State agent—whol presumed was a kind of 
Consul—and went home to dream of Arcadian 
bliss in the Sunny South. : 

„The spider was waiting at the foot of the 
elevator the next morning, and from the biue- 
ness of his nose it was evident he had been 
waiting a considerable time, for I was rather. 
late. But he was cheerful, if cold, and as the 
elevator bore us heavenward he commenced 
cbatting most volubly. The elevator stopped 
at last, and we found ourselves in an office, the 
walls of which were covered with maps and 
the dole occupant of which was a little oid 
man with sunken eyes, pointed chin, and a 
rather prominent nose. This was the State 
agent, but I afterward found to my sorrow 
that he was practically the lion and that the 
spider was a jackall who spent his time in pro- 
viding victime for him. The lion spoke 
with a decided German accent and was accosted 
as ‘Colonel.’ I hadn’t been in America a 
month, and hadn't been in Arkansas, where 
out of every twelve men nine are Colonels and 
at least two Captains, and hence the title im- 
pressed me as a sure emblem of respectability. 
And how the ‘Colonel’ talked! Of Arkansas 
generally much was said, and as soon as it was 
evident from my questions that 1 knew nothing 
of its resources a good deal more was added. 
Two good crops of potatoes 8 year was a mere 
bagatelle; peaches and apples grew to enor- 
mous sizes and in greater profusion than in 
any other part of the world; corn and wheat 
scarcely needed sowing, while a fortune could 
be made out of cotton in no time, 

„Coming close to details, the Colonel pro- 
duced a map of Mount Mulberry, which he de- 
scribed as the centre of fertility in Johnson 
County, fifty miles from Fort Smith and 100 
miles from Little Rock. These deographioal 
particulars were about correct, but the name 
ought to have been Mount Big Gooséberry, I 
think. He had just come back from this Gar- 
den of Eden, where he bad bought a tract of 
land for the purpose of erecting on it a sum- 
mer-resort (reezort he pronounced it), and in 
confidential tones advised me to buy the ad- 
joining plats 60 as to have good society and 
have the benefit of hie long experience in se- 
lecting good land.

** But the most striking feature in the list of 
inducements was the wonderful progress being 
made by the City of New Chicago, which, I was 
told, was within an hour or so's ride of the de- 
lectablie mountain.

Two years ago 
the land about it was worth $5 an acre; last 
year it realized over 850 and at the present 
time plats were selling at prices equivalent to 
$250 at least.

However this micht be, 
be purchased lots at an amazmg rate, and 
when he bad marked off what he wanted be 
produced a check and was about to draw for 
the deposit, when all at once he commenced 
questioning the leonine Colonel as to the mag- 
nificient land all round bis proposed summer- 
resort. The Colonel winked at me and ex- 
pressed bis regret that it was already sold, 
The stranger asked for the name of the buyer 
and offered to buy bim out at a bie profit, but 
the Colonel said it was a secret just yet. 
When the great land-buyer left I was easily 
persuaded to complete the purchase, and two 
days later we started South full of hope and 


“We came through St. Louis, going on by 
the Frisco to Van Buren, Ark. Here we had 
to stop all night, and here the first eye-opener 
awaited us. New Chicago had no existence 
save in the fertile brain of the land agent. 
That was the verdict of the very affable but 
phiegmatic depot agent, anda kind of gone 
feeling crept over me. But ‘hope springs

such dinner as the ‘hotel’ provided, I began 
to make inquires as to the farm. Instead of 
being an hour or two’s journey, I found it 
would take about a day to get to it, and, hor 
rible to relate, no one knew anything at ail 
about the summer-resort. In fact, there was 
only one man who knew exactly where the 
farm was, and he was out prospecting for coal. 
He returned a few days later, and I found in 
him a most extraordinary development of 
classical knowledge and Wild West develop- 
ment, of excessive refinement and intcuse vul- 
garity, and of good sense and childisbness. He 
was fairly well-to-do, acted as surveyor to 
land companies, owned a small farm, and 
sold young peach trees to beginners.

ciated his bonest good nature. 

**I shall never forget how he looked at me 
when I entered the little den in which he 
lived and slept, and told him my business. He 
examined my bands as if he had been a fort- 
une-teller, and then be laughed for fuliva 
minute. He was deaf to all questions as to his 
merriment, and when I asked him if the land 
would suit me be replied with great candor 
and in a Quaker dialect he affected at times: 

„Thee must see for thyself, boy; Im re- 
tained by the other side.“ 

“This was not encouraging, but after a 
while we got into conversation on general 
topics, and the old fellow, Binding me a good 
histener, kept me up till nearly daybreak ex- 
plaining hie hairbreadith escapes during the 
War; telling bow be had once run for Con- 
gress, and how he had been taken prisoner by 
Indians. 

Two horses were engaged the next day, 
and before daylight the following morning the 
old. warrior obief, as be was generally called. 
appeared at the hotel door mounted and ac 
coutred for the journey. I mounted the sec- 
ond borse, and, groaning in spirit at the hard- 
ness of the wooden saddle and the rougbness 
of the rope-reins, followed my guide, feeling, I 
should imagine, like a man who was being ied 
out to be lynched. Theold man, who boasted 
that it was his seventy-third birthday. showed 
himself a very genial companion and relieved 
the tedium of the long journey by singing wild 
snatches of song, by telling anecdotes, 
many of which were palpable inven- 
tions, and by gomg through some very 
clever circus performances with a fear- 
ful and wonderful tavelin,; which he carried 
partly for protection and partly to Assist bim 
in finding landmarks and section corners. He 
explained that the distance to Sec. 17, Town- 
ship N, where my ground was situated, was 
about thirteen miles as the crow flew, but that 
until a series of elevators were put up access 
up the face of the precipice which intervened 
was a practical impossibility. Hence we must 
tack about, and if we were in luck and didn’t 
lose the trail in the suqw we should get there 
about dark. But we lost the trail several 
times, and the settler with whom we had pro- 
posed to dine baving deserted his tarm and 
left notbing behind him we had the pleasure 
of gom without food until about 7 o'clock, 
when a light among the forest of trees became 
visible and we got shelter in a little log-cabin 
for the night. My old friend ate a tearty 
supper of corn bread and bacon, but hungry 
as i Was I could touch. neither, and I began 
wondering where we were going to sleep. 
There were three beds in the room and there 
were six persons to occupy them, supposing a 
general disregard of coacyentionalities was to 
take place. Luck happened, the old lady and 
her two daughters undressing and gettmg into 
their respective beds with a noncbalance and 
disregard for the presence of strangers which 
did theminfinit credit. The farmer himself 
stopped up, talking tor an hour or two longer, 
when be also entered his nuptial couch, 
and my ancient friend commenced un- 
dressing. Personally, 1 preferred to get 
such sleep as the cold and draught allowed, ly- 
ing onthe bed with but coat and boots re- 
moved. Altogether it was a night of penance, 
The cabin was sadly out of repair, and the wind 
cut through a huge crevice near my head at a 
rate beggarme estimate. Very early in the 
morning our host rose and opened the door for 
the purpose of admitting a little light, such 
conveniences as windows betng quite out of 
the question. The torture of the cold was in- 
tense, and when at last breakfast—oorn bread 
and bacon and black coffee—was over, it was a 
relief to crawl stiff and sore on to the saddle 
and pursue the journey. 

About an hour’s riding brought us to the 
site of the mythical summer-resort, and the 
great medicinal spring was close by. As the 
ground was saturated with water, one would 
have expected a pretty good flow, but the tiny 
trickle was so feeble that it could scarcely cut 
out its own bed in the soft soll. The surveyor 
told me it was dry nine months in the year, 
and I believed him. He had never heard of its 
medicina! properties, ana nearly went into con- 
vulsions when I asked nim if it possessed any. 
A little work with the surveying instruments, 
and a good deal of searchmg for section-corner 
marks, disclosed the locality and boundaries 
ot the farm. Out of 160 acres possibly ten 
were susceptible of cuitivation, the remain- 
der consisting of deep gulches and rocky 
precipices which no piow could touch. The 
good roads to and from the town were imag- 
inary, and the place altogether was sufficient 
to draw tears from a rock of adamant. I shall 
never forget that ride back to Coal Hill or New 
Chicago. Napoieon’s retreat from Moscow 
must have been awful, indeed, if ita niiseries 
exceeded those of that day’s journey. Twice 
my horse fell going down the rocks and once 
it nearly broke my leg. But itis a long lane 
that bas noturning and shortly before mid- 
night our worn-out horses staggered up to the 
hotel door. . 

That's my story of how westarted to go 
farming. Whathas happened since doesn't 
matter so much, only things baveu't turned 
out very rosy, and I’m afraid we're altogether 
— green for Chicago land agents and their 
wiles.’

' PERILS OF IGNORANCE. 


THE SINS THAT MEN DO, NOT KNOW- 


ING WHAT THEY DO. 


— 


A Point at Which Ignorance Ceases to Be 
‘Bliss and Knowledge Becomes Necessary 
—Ignorant Violations of the Laws of 
Health and Moral Conduct and the Dire- 
ful Results to Which They May Lead— 
The Words of Truth and Sobegness. - 

The bliss of ignorance bas been enlarged 
upou in an eloquent manner by one of our 
most original and suggestive speakers, and it 
is atopic upon which much might be said; 
but the perils of ignorance are of much more 
pressing importance. Where ignorance is 
bliss, it still may be well for us to be wise, if 
napplly we may find wisdom, although some- 
thing of the glamour and charm of life may be 
lost in acquiring the knowledge which is to 
be our salvation. It would be delightful 
to bring children up in ignorance of the evils 
which are in the world, to leave their unspot- 
ted innocence unsullied by even a suggestion 
that all is not beautiful and true which bas a 
fair outside: but, alas! we dare not do this for 
fear that that innocence shall be a snare to 
their feet, and that what we meant unto them 
for blessing shall prove instead a direful curse. 
Up to a certain point we must instruct them in 
reward to the lower side of human life for their 
own protection; and of course ideas, even 
among thoughtful people, will vary as to the 
exact extent of this instruction. It is cer- 
tainly one of the hardest tasks of 
parents or friends to undeceiye the youth 
who looks upon the world as all fair 
and upon everything as good which 
bas a fair outside, But in many cases we can 
have no choice but to so undeceive him and to 
warn bim in most emphatic terms from that 
which is most alluring. 

Could some kind friend have thus disillu- 
sioned Thomas de Quincey in those early days 
when he used to appoint befcrehand the days 
upon which he would enjoy tne fatal opium 
debauch, and be able to stick to appointed 
times and seasons for it, like the late Duke 
—— Who used to say: Next Friday, by the 
blessing ot Heaven, I propose to be drunk.“ 
how much De Quiacey would have owed to 
such a friend. But apparently no such 
Mentor was at hand, and the poor 
youth would drink his iaudanum and 
steal into the gallery of the Opera-bouse, and 
be in Paradise for a few hours. Ine cho- 
ruses,” be tells us, were divine to hear, and 
when Grasséné appeared in some interlude, as 
she often did, and poured forth ber passionate 
soul as Andromache at the tomb of Hector 1 
question whether any Turk of ell that ever en- 
tered the paradise of opium-eaters can bave 
bad half the pleasure 1 bad. The ocean, in 
everlasting but gentle agitation, and brooded 
over by dove-like caim, might not unfitly 
typify the mind and the mood which then 
swayed it. For it seemed to me as if then first 
I stood at a disiance and aloof from the 
uproar of life; as if the tumult. the fever, 
and the strife were suspended; a respit 
granted from the secret burdens of the heart; 
a Sabbath of repose; a resting from human 
labors. Here were the hopes which biossom in 
the paths of life reconciled with the peace 
which is in the grave; motions of the intellect 
as unwearied as the heavens, yet for all anxie- 
ties a halcyon calm; a tranquillity that seemed 
no product of inertia, but as if resulting from 
mighty and equal antagonisms; infinit activ! 
ties, infinit repose.“ Who would not, if he 
dared, seek such a state as this? Who could 
deny himself a draught of that nepenthe 
which should s0 soften his -sorrows, 
so soothe his restiesness, so render his 
labors, now often seemingly unbearable, 
easy and a delight? Should we not all gladly 
quaff of this sweet nepenthe and forget some 
lost Lenore, or some other sorrow, perhaps, 
which is a living and not a dead one, had we 
not been taught by the fatal experience of 
others the perlis of this indulgence? Could De 
Quincey have had depicted for him, as he has 
depicted for the rest of the world, the pains 
of opium, the torpor of the intellect, the death- 
ly languor, the horrible nervous irritability, 
the loss of moral sensibility, the indifference 
to family and friends, the fearful racking 
pains of the later stages, and the hideous 
haunting dreams, would he not have shrunk 
as we now shrink from the snares 
of the fatal fascination? Doubtigss 
he would have done 80, and then we snould 
have missed the incomparable iliad of his woes 
—** the vast processions’’ which passed before 
him “in mournful pomp; friezes of never-end- 
ing stories that to my feelings were as sad and 


golemn as if they were stories drawn from 


times before Gidipus or Priam, before Tyre, 
before Memphis.“ We should have missed 
much of fascinating and picturesque descrip- 
tion, of chasms ard suniess abysses, depths 
below depths, of infinit expanses of space and 
illimitabie extensions of time, and of gorgeous 
spectacies passing like panoramas before che 
mind; but we could gladhy spare the brilliant 
description that he might have been spared the 
fearful experience. 

And poor Poe, the most brilliant genius of 
bis day, how much could he tell us of the perils 
of ignorance! Learning to drink brandy while 
a mere schoolboy, and entirely ignorant of its 
fatal spell, how did he suffer through weary 
and wretched years for such boyish indiscre- 
tion! Why was there no warning voice at his 
ear to whisper to him that at last it diteth 
like a serpent and etingeth like an adder.”’ 
There was sometbing in the idea of convivial- 
ity that appeaied to his poetic temperament; 
he read the descriptions of the charms of tne 
wine cup in the old poets, be had an excitabie 
nature, and long before his mind 
and judgment were matured he dad 
entered upon his fatal course. How-he tried 
to retrace his steps, how manfully he strug- 
gied at times, bow often he fell, how bitter was 
bis discontent with himself, how remorseful 
were his reflections, how gloomy his avpre- 
hensions for the future, is one of the saddest 
stories in all literature, and has been told again 
and again for the warning of the young and 
those inclined to pleasure, Will they heed it? 


Vo they heed it? The crowds of young men 


who can be seén any eveuing entering: the 
gilded halls which are set everywhere 
for their temptation make answer. The cham- 
pagne suppers, the convivial wine dinners, 
the botties packed in the hampers of pleasure 
parties, make answer. The boast of the knowl- 
edge of good wine or good beer, the sheer at 
the youth who refuses to go along with them 
to destruction, make answer. Many and many 
are entering, day by day, in all the ignorant 
confidence of youth, upon careers which can 
only end, as that of poor Poe ended, in misery 
and early death. And there are still few to 
cry out to them to nalt while there is yet time, 
and to call to them in trumpet tones that 
„ Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he also 
reap.” 

The perils of ignorance as regards health are 
among the saddest of the risks which 
men and women run in this world. 
Of course the foundation of much of the 
chronic invalidism of the American people is 
laid in the cradle, and the few who run through 
all the perils of childhbood—especially if it be 
childhood in the bands of ignorant or silly 
motherhood—and come out strong and well 
are exceptional people. Nevertheless it is 
true that many young men and women ruin 
what mig be fine health by suicidal caries- 
ness or indifference to consequences, Igno- 
rant as many of them abe of the first princi- 
ples of physiology or hygiene, they imperil 
their most priceless possession before they 
have become aware of its value. Especially is 
this the case with students, a class who 
need to busband all their strength and 
to care for their bodies with almost 
a religious care. Theodore Parker, born of a 
consumptive family and raised as a child on 
the atrocious diet of an average New Eugland 
farmer’s family, had need when be became a 
student to apply his heart to wisdom in the 
direction of building up his poor body and 
nourishing it in a sensible manner. Had de 
done this he might have overcome his inhber- 
ited predisposition to consumption and prob- 
ably lived to a good old age. But before he 
had grown aware that bis body was of any 
consequence to him, and while he was 80 
eagerly overstimulating end crowding his 
brain, the greatest treasufe of a man's life had 
been bartered away for nothing, and he went 
through life weightea with an unnecessary 
ili-bealth 


the world knows; but the world will never koow 
what it might bave owed to a Theodore Par 


less afflicted with poor eyesight tili the end— 
he is also an illustration of this theme. How 
many young are today following bis ex- 
ample despite its painful consequences in bis 
ease, and ne up for themselves infinit 
trouble in com days by so simple a 
thing as this. 

If I were to look for a large illustration of 
my subject could 1 not find it in the very trials 
now in progress in Chicago, where designing 
men have led ignorant men to destruction, and 
where many helpless families mourn today 
for fathers, or busbands, or sons who have 
forsaken useful and manly callings in life and 
joined the infatuated Anarchists in an insave 
raid upon society? Ol the perils of ignorance 
to the working man or woman, so much in 
need of the highest wisdom and the most heroic 
endurance. Who sdall teach them and not mis- 
jead them? Who shall direct hem so that their 
bard lines may be made easier and not more 
grievous—ijead them not to violence and de- 
struction, but to constructive work for their 
own benefit? Where is the man with the wis- 
dom, the strength, and the gifvof leadership 
which will enukle him to guide them out ot 
— present labyrinth of ignorance and dark - 
ness ; 

Dare I speak of those other perils of 1gno- 
rance which beset the path of youth—those 
spares for the unwary which are set so thickly 
ail around us, and wherein the most innocent 
feet are liable to be entangled? Dare I say a 
word to that army of young giris who go out 
every morning to earn their own bread in the 
great, heartiess cities, and whose way is 
through+4temptations both strong and numer- 
ous? Darel whisper to them that starvation 
is honorable—yea, not only honorable, but 
easy—compared to that life which seems so 
beguilingly easy at the outset? Dare I hint at 
the soundiess depths of that sorrow to which 
they are mvited as to a feast? Dare I say 
that the pleasure to which tney are 
pointed is of the charnel-house, 
and that its flavor is of death—that it is easy 
to enter upon that way, but impossible to turn 
back, even after the loathsomeness of the path 
is fully revealed? Dare Lory beware to tbose 
who are dallyiug with temptation and say that 


the palace ot sin which has so inviting an as- . 


pect to youthful ignorance is Hell? And dare 
Il eay to the young man, as much as to the 
young girl, your purity is your most priceless 
possession, your honor is of more consequence 
than all the world beside, and to u just as 
much as to the woman you might wrong 
will. the wages of sin be death? Time will 
surely prove this to you; experience will 
prove it to you through countless pangs if you 
persist in folly. Will you not be wise even in 
youth and save yourself from a worse bitter- 
ness than the bitterness of death?

A Buffelo Real-Estate Man Intimates that 
the President Is a Chump.

One thing is sure, the city will not, in our life- 
time, extend so far out as the President's 
country-house, and it will never have much 
greater intrinsic value than at present, so 
that, so far as the President is concerned, he 
must not depend upon its yielding him an in- 
come asafarm or pleasure as a resort. I 
wouldn't live out there for anything, and I 
doubt if the President could hire a tenant to 
cultivate tne piace. The whole farm would not 
produce fifty busbels of black-eyed peas. Up 
in Buffaio I beard that ‘Grove’ bad bought an 
excellent farm, and that he wanted a superin- 
tendent.

Mrs. Piatt sends from Ireland a second little 
volume of verses, which takes its name from 
the opening piece, In Primrose Time. She 
has a keen sympathy with all that is poetical 
and legendary in the land that sue is visiting; 
and, what is more gratifying and quite unex- 
pected in an American woman, she appreciates 
the purity and the simplicity of a peasantry 
which is not yet wholly vuigarized by modern 
radical ideas.

Bolingbroke and Voltaire. 

Some years ago there was contributed to the 
Quarterly Review a series of essays on Henry 
St. John Bolingbroke, and to the Cornhill Mag- 
azine papers on Voltaire, by John Churton 
Collins. They have, after careful revision, 
been recently reissued by the author in one 
volume, under the title of ** Bolingbroke—a 
Historical Study; and Voltaire in Eugland.“ 
The study consists of three essays—the 
political life of Lord Bolingbroke, his exuie, 
and his literary life. They are masterly pieces 
of English composition. The first one is a sum- 
mary of the parliamentary bistory of Engi and 
durmg fourteen eventful years, and Mr. Col- 
ling proves himself intimately acquainted with 
his subject. All the prominent characters of 


the time are brought forward, and the reader 


finds himself surrounded by such men as 


Marlborough, Pope, Swift, Prior, Harley 
afterwards.Lord Oxford), Lord Hardwicke, 

ulis XIV., Lord Godolphin, the Pretender, 
De Foe, Antoine de Guiscard, Bishop Atter- 
bury, William of Orange, eto. 

Bolingbroke was in his own day the most 
conspicuous and illustrious of that friendly 
band of Tory wits and poets who adorned the 
reigns of Anne and George I. On entering the 
world be displayed a rare union of brilliant 
parts and elegance of manners, with beauty of 
person, dignity, ana affability. and such fas- 
cinating eloquence that, according to the unan- 
imous testimony of bis contemporaries, no 
one could resist him. He became, in fact, the 
first orator of his time. Unfortunately, 
the passions of his youth opposed 
development of his talents, and in his 
23d year be was distinguished principally as 
an accomplished libertine. ‘Taine says that 
Bolingbroke and Marlborough were the worst 
rovés of the age. Shortly after Bolingbroke’s 
return from a two-years’ tour on the Con- 


nifeance of things which the ignorant 
pass by as unworthy of notice, 
A prominent feature of the book, and one 
which should commend it to the attention of 
the American reader, is the tullness with 
which are brought out the leading facts in the 
geological development of that portion of the 
earth’s surface which now forms the United 
States. This is not treated of to the exclusion of 
other parts of the great whole. For instance, 
under the head of volcanoes, Etna receives 
due consideration, and the recent outburst in 
the Straits of Sunda is credited with the pro- 
duction of that much-talked-of phenomenon, 
the red sunsets. But, in all cases where this 
country furnishes the material for iliustra- 
tion, that material is made to do service; and 
in thie way a vast mass of information about 
our own land ig presented, which is at 
once of great value to the mere reader, and 
especially welcome to the student who wishes 
to examine for himself the facts from a com- 
parison of which the author draws his. con- 
clusions. Thus, the Mississippi and the St. 
Lawrence are made to do duty in iliustrating 
the effects of erosion, and the wonderfu! 
cafion of the Colorado is described with some 
minuteness of detail. The lifting of the 
mountain-chains on this continent, and the 
deposition of the successive strata upon bases 


bsequently lifted by the grand upheavals, 


with the results of glaciation, and a descrip- 
uon of the forms of animal life the remains 
of which tell so much of the earlier 
history of this part of our globe, 
are accorded the front rank in 
the discussion of the question. 
Our mineral deposits, including those of coal, 
galt, and petroleum, are treated of as fully as 
is consistent with the plan of the work; and 
the description of the manner in which this 


continent asit existe today was raised A* 


trom the bed of old Ocean and modified by 

operation of natural forces is of almost fasci- 
nating interest. Prof. Winchell has rendered 
a real service to the cause of science in mass- 
ing together the leading facts in the bistory of 
geologic research on this continent, as brought 
out by the recent explorers, Most of our 
works on geology tell us a great aeal 
about the Old World, and compara- 
tively iittie of the New, except in regard 
to the Falls of Niagara and the Deita 
of the Mississippi, with a very little about the 
mountain-chains tbat border the continent on 
the east and west. Some authors have de- 
voted more or less attention to other tacts, but 
the writer of this work deserves the credit of 
having made a systematic effort to give his 
own country the prominence to which it is en- 
titled as a reservoir of facts on which to build 
up a compendium of geological science. The 
book is well printed, and the illustrations are 
worthy of ment‘on as having been produced in 
u style thatis in keeping with the advanced 
thoughts of the author. There is noted an 
Homeric nod on page 99, in the words: They 
[the strata] would thus condense into solid 
shape, like the paper-pulp which is manufact- 
ured into car-wheels,”’ Tho folks at Pullman 
do not make paper car-wheels in that way.

The 
total lack of sincerity and honest purpose 
which characterized him, and the low and un- 
scrupulous ambition which made him scram- 
bie for power with a selfish indifference to na- 
tional security, hindered him from ik ting 
wisely and deeply into any question. hence 
his many failures. Even Mr. Coliins has little 
respect for his public conduct, and has no lik- 
ing far bis personal character, The friendship 
of Pope was the brightest gem iv his coronet; 
yet by one ungrateful and unfeeling act he 
sullied its lustre, and. 
Like the base Judean, threw a pearl away 
Richer than all his tribe. 


The leading incidents in the life of Voltaire . tial and inadequate definitions of the truth 


are too well known to need recapitulation. He 
became the disciple of Bolingbroke, and stud- 
led English literature and Engl‘sbh_ history. 
English institutions, and English character, as 
none ot bis countrymen have ever done before 
or since. He left tne English shores the cham- 
pion of civil and intellectual liberty, and the 
disciple and exponent of Locke and Milton. 
Strange as it may appear, Voltaire’s residence 
in England is an unwritten chapter in tne 
literary history of the eighteenth century, and 
it was left to Mr. Collins to enlighten the world 
with reference to this event. He has done bis 
work thoroughly, and in the graphic and at- 
tractive style peculiar to him. (Harper & 
Bros.). . 


Life of Schuyler Colfax. 

In 1885 Sobuyler Colfax, then a boy of 12. 
found his chief pleasure in waiting around a 
New York election-poll till the result was an- 
nounced and he could take the news bome. 
The occupation of the boy was that of the 
man, and bis biography is in a great measure 
a political history of the country for 
thirty-odd years. He ran for Congress 
m 1861 and was defeated. In 1855 
be was elected, and from that time 
until 1873, when his term as Vice 
President expired, he was actively engaged in 
politics. His long service as Speaker and his 
constant journeys 4s lecturer or campaign 
orator made him one of the best-known men 
in American public life. But, while there isa 
keen interest felt in the political issues of 
today, there is but tittle general concern re- 
garding those which convulsed the Nation u

whose life was 80 essentially one-sided must 
lose in attractiveness as the questions in which 
be took a prominent part fade away 
in the distance.

Their 
falsity generally consists in their being par- 


which they profess to represent; and we are 
prone, in our zeal for the truth, to ignore or 
deny, not only the doctrines which are false 
merely in form, but their underlying concepts, 
which are profoundly true. While I regard 
the portion of the Christian church with which 
Il am associated as my religious home—in 
which, as I was born and baptized in it, I hope 
to stay so long as I have a home on Earth—I 
am more and more impressed with the belief 
that all the leading secte of Christians 
have a just claim on our regard for the 
very dogmas in which they seem most to differ 
from us; for there is bardly one of those dog- 
mas which is not tue maimed or distorted re- 
flection of some truth which we negiect or ig-

Goodness”: What is the real essence of this 
faith in Goa which we all want? It is belief in 
the essential soundness, in the eternal good- 
ness of the world. Compared with this, all 
matters of Trinity. or Unity, of personal or im- 
personal Deity, of Theism or Atheism, as these 
phrases generally go, are of little or no ac- 
count. Show us the Father, and it sufficeth us. 
Show us the fundamental goodness of the 
world, show us that God, or, if there be no 
God, then that the universe is good. This is

The 
Saturday Review, in an article on this topic, 
restates and prdéfesses to find approximate 
satisfaction in the familiar iegal questions 
about insanity: Did he know that what he 
was doing was wrong?

izes alike low developments and what Herbert 
Spencer has designated, and Hugh Jack- 
son has demonstrated in pathology, as dissolu- 
tion. There will be no substantial progress 
in the study of menta! disease until this branch 
of science is rescued from the tolls of the law- 
yers.
